This justification is found in the com- 


mand of tho Republican national plat- 
form, adopted at St. Louis, which declared 


:our foreign policy should bo at all times 
Orm, vigorous and dignified, and al1 our 
relations in tho western hemisphere be 
carefully watched and guarded. Tho Ha- 
wuiian Islands should be controlled by 
tho United States, and no foreign power 
should be permitted to Interfere with 
them." 


If this wore cot enough to decide the 


president to use his influence lor ratifica- 
tion of the trnaty, additional re.ison Is 
found in tho ambition of foreigi1 powers 
in the Pacific Ocean and the knowledge 
which the president has that if we refuse 
to annex Hawaii the dpy may soon come 
when somo other power will attempt to 
take possession of tho islands, and thus 
lead ta most awkward and possibly seri- 
ous complications for the United States.

The convent of tne Third Order of 


Dominican Nuns—a large whitewashed 
Duildin? with little deep-set windows— 
stands at the corner ot i!ua de St.Pedro 
n Lisbon. Inside the high wooden 
porch there is a life-size wooden statue 
)f Saint Dominic, founder of the order, 
and the stranger is surprised to observe 
the curious scraps which are scattered 
over the pedestal. 
These singulai 


votive offerings vary from week to week. 
For the most part they consist of cups 
of wine, splinters of firewood, crumbs 
of cheese and berries of coffee, but oc- 
casionally a broken tin saucepan or a 
craclied plate is to be found among 
tiiem. With simple faith the sisters, 
wheu their household stores run low. 
lay a piece of whatever it is they lack in 
front of their saint, as a reminder to 
him that they look to him for help; 
and sure enough upon the nc\t day 
there arrives the wood, the wine, the 
new saucepan, or whatever else it is 
they need. Whether this is due to a mir- 
acle or to the help of the pionslaity out- 
side may be a question to others, but it 
is none to the simple-minded Sisters oi 
St. Dominic. To them their whole ex- 
istence is one continued miracle, aad 
they point to the shelles of their own 
larder as a final refutation of every her- 
etical doubt. 


And if tlicy uere asked, these gentle 


fanatics, why their order above all 
others should be chosen for this con- 
stant supernatural cure, they would 
have answered that it vtas a heavenly 
recognition of the sanctity of their 
Mother Superior. For tvienty yean 
Sister Monica hail v,orl>cd among those 
fallen classes uliich it is the specialmis- 
sion of the Dominican nuns to rescue. 
There was not an alley in L'sbon which

flutter of her long w h i t e gown. And 
still as lady abbess she went on work 
ing and praying with -a tireless energy 
which put the voung novices to shame 
No one could compute how many there 
were who had been drawn from a life of

The opinions of State's Attorney I. R.

every fact then known favorable to the 
defendant.

"Since tho trial I have Investigated as 


for as I was able, every rumor in circula- 
tion tending to show the connection of 
Mauzy with tbe murder, or tending to 
show the innocence of Fauno, ard I have 
repeatedly said to bla friends, and upon 
one occasion to Faunce personally, that if 
my confidence in his guilt was ever seri- 
ously shaken,or if any substantial evdenco 
could he gotten showing him prolmtly In- 
nocent, I would work harder to get him 
out of the penitentiary thnn I ever did to 
get him In. I have held this a sacred 
promise to him and bis friends. 


"Ibe testimony lately presented to tbe 


grand jury and upon 'which the Indict- 
ment of Joe Mauzy is based, Is entirely 
new. Not nntil the evening before the 
Dual presentation of the case to tho par- 
don board was I advised of tho Informa- 
tion claimed to be possessed by Mrs. Al- 
fred Showers and Mr. and Mra. Me With 
ey, and not until the minutes of tbe 
grand jury were turned over to me yester 
day morning, did I know of the informa 
tion claimed to bo possessed by two or 
three other Important witnesses connect 
ing Mauzy with tbe murder, wbo appear' 
ed belore tho grand jury. Neither had 
this important 
evidence come to tbe 


knowledge of Mr. Crca and Mr. Hutoh- 
ln=on in 1894, when they wero making 
efforts to booai-e the pardon of Faunce. 


In relation to tbe action of tho grand 


jury I will say that I think itconld 
only, in the fa:e of the evidence before it, 
do wbat It did do. They had before it, 
direct and positive evidence of tbe killing

WOKK OF GBAXD JURY. 


Tho announcement In yesterday's paper 


that the grand jnry had returned an In- 
dictment against Joe Mauzy. charging 
him with tha murder of Mat McKinley, 
created considerable comment on the part 
of those who were Interested in the case. 
Almost everyone is familiar with the 
story of the murder of Mac SioKlnley, 
and of the conviction of Jack Faunco and 
of the efforts now being mads to secure 
the pardon of Faunce, who ia serving his 
term in the penitentiary 
The case Is a 


rather unnsaal ono. It is not often that 
after one man has remained In the ponl 
tontiary nine years for committing < 
crime that another man is indicted for 
the same crime. 


Many opinions were expressed yester- 


day afternoon and today. A conservative 
man said that be believed tba people o! 
the olty would as a general rule be glad 
that the grand jury had Investigated the 
case and returned the indictment as there 
had always been a feeling among somi 
that Faunce was not guilty and now th 
matter could be cleared up again, and I 
Manzy was not guilty bo ought to be able 
to prove himself so and if ho was guilty 
another man should not suffer for tbe 
crime. 


It i» understood that the members of 


the grand jury took up the investigation 
on their own accord 
The eflorts that 


wero made to bring about the pardon of 
Jaok Fauneo brought the case into notice 
again and It was made evident that there 
was a good deal of new testimony to be 
beard.
